Dear Mr. Eaton: - 



I have your letter of the 24th. In r egard to the money 



paid for scholarships not taking the place of fees, this refers only to the 



tuition equivalent to the value of the scholarship instead of allowing 
the money t ojbe ap plied on regular fees . These scholarships have been 
used for extra training in Voice Work, or for whatever they have needed 
or desired^ The scholarships for outside students entitle them to free 
tuition to the value of the scholarship in any department of the sohool. 
They serve as the modus operandi to get them here. I can secure other 
scholarships if my Directors encourage it. We want a two hundred dollar 
one now for the Presbyterian Deaconesses who need the work. 

Dr. Burwash will tell you of the plan adopted by the University re- 
garding a Chair Scholarship or Endowment which would solve the problem 
and relieve the head of the school from worry for all time. This I want 
to be assured of, not for myself, but for the permanence of the school.
